Easter Is April 22, Won’t Be 
On April 23 Until Year 2000 


CHICAGO 
(AP> 
— Weather 
watchers puzzled by the length 
and severity of the current winter 
might find a clue in the calendar. 
Easter, traditional guidemark of 
spring, this year is on April 22. 
one of the latest dates on which 
it can 
fall. 
It won’t occur on 
April 23 until the year 2000, and 
on April 24 until 2011. 
It will not reach its latest pos­ 
sible date, April 25. until 2038. 
Twice more in this century, in 
1973 and 1984, it will recur on 
April 22. 
Unlike 
Christmas, 
always 
on 
Dec. 25, this religious holiday can 
range over a period of 35 days, 
from March 22 to April 25. be­ 
cause of the complicated method 
of reckoning it. 
The last time Easter fell on 
March 22 was in 1818. The next 
time will be in 22S5. It fell on 
March 23 in 1913, on the 24th in 
1940 and the 25th in 1951 It won t 


hit March 23 again until 2008. It 
will be on March 25 again in 2035 
and 2046. 
Complications over the observ­ 
ance are as old as Christendom 
itself.

Christ celebrated the Passover on 
Thursday although the priesthood 
observed it on Friday, the day of 
the Crucifixion.

The 32- 
year-old pilot reportedly has not 
been able to shed much light on 
how his plane was forced down 
deep inside the U.S.S.R. M ay 1, 
1960. 
D irector John A. MeCone of the

Intelligency Agency was 
scheduled to present his evalua­ 
tion of the board's report today 
to

Senate 
watchdog 
group. 
Powers, 
who 
had 
been 
sen­ 
tenced 
to 
prison 
on 
spying 
charges, was released by the So­ 
viet Union last month in exchange 
for Soviet m aster spy Rudolf I. j 
Abel. 
Since 
then, 
Powers has 
been 
kept out of sight by governm ent 
interrogators.

and im prisonm ent was probed by 
a special board headed by retired 
federal Judge E. B arrett P retty - 
man. 
Powers is understood to have 
contended that the force of his 


plane’s speedy descent prevented 
action to destroy it.

Congress over the pilot’s failure 
to destroy his plane and its equip­ 
ment when it fell to Soviet soil.

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ALCOHOLIC TREATMENT CENTER 


The first public facility for the treatment of alcoholism 
in the state of Missouri was recently opened when the Al­ 
coholism Treatm ent and Research Center at Malcolm Bliss 
Rental Health Center began operation in St. Louis. 1 he unit 
is being financed through a federal grant plus city and pri­ 
vate assistance* Only residents of the City of St. Louis are 
eligible for treat met here. 
Many psychiatrists and experts in the field have long 
maintained that alcoholism is a disease which can be treated 
and arrested. They have been working for several years 
now to get the public to accept this premise and have the 
states establish means for treatm ent rig h t along with men­ 
tal health program s. Some states have already made begin­ 
nings in this field, but up till the opening of the center at 
Malcolm Bliss, no governmental agency in Missouri had 
taken on the task. It is well known that Dr. George A. Ulett, 
now acting as director for our state mental health system, 
was very much interested in the project at St. Louis and 
did much to bring it into being. It can be expected that he 
will have something to say about it for the entire state 
when he makes his report and recommendations for Mis­ 
souri’s future mental health.

BUREAUCRATIC SUICIDE 


When an agency of the federal government goes out of 
business it’s news, but when the agency contributes to its 
own demise, it’s time to trot out the biggest and blackest 
of headlines. The National Labor Relations Board, one of 
the old-line, early New Deal agencies, isn’t on the critical 
list yet, but it seem s to be well along the path to committing 
bureaucratic suicide. 
Since its origin the NLRB has been a center of controversy 
and criticism. Its extremely pro-union decisions, in spite of 
the law, once earned it the sobriquet, the National pro-Labor 
Relations Board. When the Administration changed in 1958. 
a number of the unusual interpretations of the Taft-Hartlev 
act were discarded for what most folks felt were at least 
more reasonable interpretations. With a new Administration 
in 1961, labwr lawyers, industrial specialists, and the press 
again are witnessing the reversal of several key cases and 
what may be the start of a wholesale overturn of NLRB 
decisions of the past eight years. There are now rumors 
that about 40 more cases are lined up for possible reversal. 
This degeneration of the NLRB would remove it from the 
category of a quasi-judicial arm of the government. It 
would become a quasi-political arm 
The latest NLRB flip-flop, the approval of the agenr# 
shop as a dodge to escape state laws against compulsory 
unionism, has caused newspaper writers across the country 
to recognize what is happening. For instance, the Detroit 
Free Press says the New Frontier has a new set of judges 
because it didn’t like the decisions of the old ones, and The 
Charlotte News says the Board has gone “Humpty Dumpty 
one better and proved that words mean what the NLRB 
chooses them to mean”. 
Long criticized by both union and management for its 
expensive, time-taking delays in reaching decisions, the 
NLRB now illustrates an inherent quality of bias. It is thus 
helping to pave the way for its own demise. Legal decisions 
founded in politics are the milestones for a much needed 
Congressional shake-up of the Labor Board, because there is 
no room for an administrative agency whose decisions shift 
like reeds in the wind. We believe that fair minded citizens 
— whether they are employees or employers, want neither 
a pro-union nor a pro-management Labor Board. The time 
is over-due for an end to subjective labor law' decisions, and 
we think the public is beginning to realize it.

An editor isn’t usually expected to practice what he ad­ 
vocates. The public recognizes that it may do as he says 
rather than as he does or ignore his advice altogether. Of 
course, some editors are stronger than others as doers. A 
few are at least slightly consistent. This is a form of free­ 
dom of the press and of personal immunity. People insist 
that preachers practice what they preach and they also are 
much stricter in their judgment of teachers. Editors can’t 
take much comfort 
from these distinctions because the 
public doesn’t really think they amount to much.

Fallout shelters are a topic on which there is much talk 
but all too little solid information. 
Abundant argument is heard on such issues as how big a 
shelter effort we should make, w’hat the respective public 
and private participation 
should be, w’hat constitutes 
a 
satisfactory shelter. 
On this latter count, the Federal Trade Commission is 
moving in to set what it hopes will be clear guide lines for 
both the purchasers and the shelters. 
In the absence of well-fixed standards, confusion has 
reigned* Sine human safety is involved, the FTC is anxious 
to eliminate as quickly as possible any prospect that mer­ 
chandisers might accidentally or otherwise mislead. 
The FTC’s 15-point guide makes plain that no known 
type of shelter affords absolute, total protection against 
either fallout or blast. 
To classify as a fallout shelter, a structure must assure 
that the occupants will receive 100 times less radiation 
than an unprotected person. 
To qualify as “blast resistant,” a shelter must be able to 
withstand the pressures which would result from a 10-mega- 
ton bomb at a distance of about twro and a half miles—or 
from a 100-megaton explosion at no less than five miles. 
Requirements for “limited blast resistant” shelters na­ 
turally are somewhat less stringent, since these would be 
effective only at distances of eight and a half miles from a 
10-megaton burst, 18 miles from a 100-megaton blast. 
The FTC wants prospective shelter buvers to be on con­ 
stant alert for specific proof that shelters fit unmistakably 
into one or another of these categories. They have given 
notice to makers and sellers to provide such proof. 
The commission also wants clarity on another vital point. 
We consumers are accustomed to hearing the term “family 
size” applied to many articles of our daily living. But as ap­ 
plied to a fallout shelter, this needs to be highly explicit. 
Minimum government standards exist covering the floor 
space, air space and volume of fresh air needed for ^ach 
person occupying a shelter. The FTC insists that standards 
be met. 
1 he agency’s 15 rules, properly enforced, should free the 
fhelter customer’s mind from any vagueness as to what a 
shelter is supposed to do, what it should cost for installa­ 
tion, maintenance and repair, what its capacity is. 
Not the least aspect of this extremely useful service is 
the FTC’s wise warning that the whole matter of shelters 
be handled soberly yet without playing upon the public’s 
understandable fears of nuclear horror.

Progress Against Cancer 
Important gains in the relentless 
war against cancer- werejrecorded 
at recent medical meeting*. Medi­ 
cal scientists reported results of 
long and careful studies of two 
promising anti - cancer drugs. 
At an American Cancer Society 
seminar, researchers reported that 
the drug, Thio - Tepa, helped 
stop breast cancer from coming 
back in some women. The drug is 
used in conunction with surgery. At 
an American Association for Can­ 
cer Research meeting, scientists 
reported that 30 of 65 women af­ 
flicted with a rare cancer, called 
choriocarcinoma, are now free of 
evidence of the disease after treat­ 
ment with the drug, Methotre­ 
xate. 
Several women, 
scientists 
say, have had no indication of re­ 
currence for up to five years since 
treatm ent stopped. 
Scientists point out that while 
treatm ent using these drugs is im­ 
pressive, it is by no means the 
final victory; it is simply a small, 
hard-fought step along the way. 
What received little attention at 
these meetings was that these pro­ 
mising drugs were discovered by 
research underwritten 
solely 
by 
private funds. The discoverer is 
part of the country’s pharmaceuti­ 
cal industry, an industry that’s 
been the target of blunderbuss cri­ 
ticism the past year. 
Back in 1939, American Cyana- 
mid’s Lederle Laboratories em­ 
barked on a research program to 
find effective anti - cancer drugs. 
It supported the search with $8 
million of its own funds. Over the 
years thousands of chemical com­ 
pounds were tested and studied and 
the search goes on. The work is 
painstaking, and, at times, discour­ 
aging. And will continue so. But 
the rewards, small though they 
may be, are heartening. 
The rewards aren’t measured in 
dollars. For the anti - cancer drugs 
the company offers physicians are 
insignificant in sales. This very 
fact, however, spotlights a basic 
point. For a company, such as Le­ 
derle, to pour funds into research 
and work that produces a Thio- 
Tepa and a Methotrexate, it must 
recover some costs from sales of 
its widely prescribed drugs. Re­ 
search and development risks are 
not possible under our highly com­ 
petitive system without profitable 
products. 
Am. we note that critics of the 
industry, in their diligence to keep 
the charges flowing, are sparing in 
acknowledgement of this side of the 
industry’s profit picture. 
Research on Thio - Tepa, for ex­ 
ample, covered 12 years. Before 
it was generally’ available in 1959, 
the company gave away more than 
400,000 doses 
to 
physicians 
on 
request. Its use has meant for 
some victims additional months of 
comfort and usefulness. 
The record of these drugs should 
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blunt, It would seem, some of the 
rcckleess and intemperate charges 
leveled against the pharmaceutical 
industry. It is a factor to be pond­ 
ered by anyone subscribing to our 
tradition of fair play. 
It would appear, too, that in the 
overall attack against diseases af­ 
flicting 
mankind, 
private 
and 
independent research prog r a ms 
are essential. Certainly the one de­ 
scribed meets the highest stand- 


ards of scientific technique and 
responsibility.

JFK’s RANKS; GOLDBERG 
DEFIED; BIG WAGE 
DRIVE ON 


WASHINGTON — During a re­ 
cent dialogue with Secretary of 
Labor Goldberg, I was told that 
the White House did not want in­ 
dustrial peace at any price—but 
peace with “price 
stability.” I 
asked if that meant no price in­ 
creases. 
He 
retorted 
that 
he 
m eant “price stability.” I asked 
what that meant. He chided me 
good humoredly and suggested I 
hie me to a dictionary. 
I would have if I could have 
found one which provides subtle 
politico-economic definitions. For 
I was convinced that what the 
secretary was saying was 
let’s 
keep the gold in Fort Knox. Too 
much of it still is flowing over to 
Europe. If it continues, the Amer­ 
ican dollar will be shaken. Stable 
prices must mean stable wages. 
T hat’s why civil war is begining 
to flare inside the administration. 
President Kennedy and his la­ 
bor secretary and brain truster 
have sat around privately many 
times these past few weeks dis­ 
cussing subtleties of White House 
pressures which might least irri­ 
tate labor and m anagement lead­ 
ers. 
On occasion the President has 
asked AFL-CIO president George 
Meany in for a rocking chair chat 
of an evening. Mr. Meany and 
Mr. President have talked of for­ 
eign affairs — especially Berlin. 
But apparently that old rocking 
chair did not get Meany. 
During the labor high command 
session in Florida last week there 
was much grumbling. Finally the 
President 
personally 
telephoned 
Meany. This conversation did not 
ease the gripes nor the criticism 
of Arthur Goldbrg as the “Presi­ 
dent’s man” nor the resentment 
against the 
“interference” 
with 
labor’s push for high wages. Es­ 
pecially since Goldberg had spok­ 
en bluntly — publicly as well as 
privately. 
The high command is aware of 
the President’s — and therefore 
Goldberg's — obsession over the 
outflow of gold. Also their in­ 
sistence that wages and prices 
halt at a line which will permit 
us to compete with those glisten­ 
ing new glass and stainless steel 
plants abroad. But what the labor 
people want is for Goldberg to 
talk of “ salary stability . , , prof­ 
it stability” as well as wage and 
price stability. Those 
are their 
phrases. They do not believe that 
their planned 
intense drive for 
considerably 
higher 
wages 
and 
lower work weeks will push up 
prices. 
Messrs. Kennedy and Goldberg 
disagree. They have told this to 
the labor chiefs. The latter want 
Goldberg, therefore, to stop act­ 
ing as though he were the labor 
movement—that’s their phrase—if 


he’s talking for the adm inistra­ 
tion. They plan to pay less and 
less attention to the labor secre­ 
tary. They hit at President Tru­ 
man “in the old days.” Now they 
plan to hit out at Kenedy by 
name. 
This 
means no political 
breach. Just an internal war of 
nerves. 
The President and the secretary 
hope to heave in heavy doses of 
tranquilizers 
with what the in­ 
siders 
call 
“a 
continuing 
dia­ 
logue.” Between whom? Between 
everybody. 
F irst the White House will ex­ 
pand the base of the 21-man La- 
bor-Management 
Advisory 
Com­ 
mittee. This will be done by a 
subcommittee now about to be 
named. 
It will seek out hotel 
space and call a national confei- 
ence, probably in mid-June, of 
government, labor, business and 
public leaders totaling 150 to 200. 
If John Kennedy is not talkin' 
to Nikita Khrushchev somewhere, 
he will personally open the “dia­ 
logue.” 
He will back up Gold­ 
berg’s statem ent that the govern­ 
ment must assume more “ respon­ 
sibility” in labor relations. 
One of those now organizing the 
broader labor-management parley 
said, “More people must go in 
for economic literacy and under­ 
stand what is possible and what 
will hurt in a labor-management 
peace pact.” 
The key quote on this front is 
what Goldberg, with the Presi­ 
dent’s approval, told Chicago busi­ 
nessmen 
the 
other 
day. 
This 
quote is what will really be the 
motif and motive of the White 
House efforts at the parley: 
“The issues,” said 
Goldberg, 
“ in labor-management affairs are 
far too complex, far too potent, 
and far too influential on the rest 
of society to be resolved on the 
old testing grounds of force and 
power. Yet many times the par­ 
ties are unable to find an alter­ 
nate ground without the aid . . . 
of a third party.” 
From now on this “third party” 
will be the government. Goldberg 
said that “ referral of disputes to 
mere clashes of power” is waste­ 
ful and must end. 
This will be the government’s 
theme—first at the June national 
“dialogue.” 
Later 
this 
200-man 
group will be expected to launch 
sim ilar regional conferences. And 
finally 
industry-wide conferences 
ever 
broadening 
the 
base 
all 
across the land, until thousands 
are 
involved 
in 
constant 
“dia­ 
logues.” Secretary of Commerce 
Luther Hodges will especially ded­ 
icate 
himself 
to 
this 
national 
project within the coming year.

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Contrary to some old w ive s tales 
that linger with us still, there is

planting and growing good roses. 
We emphasize the word “good,” 
since all the care and wisdom in 
the world will not make an infer­ 
ior rose plant grow vigorously. 
Thug, starting with quality rose 
bushes, here's what one of the na­ 
tion’s oldest and largest rose grow­ 
ers, Armstrong Nurseries, Ontario,j 
Cali/., suggests for the home gar­ 
dener to do in setting out his new 
plants; 
Select a well - drained site, one 
that receives full sun ail or m o st! 
of the day. Near coastal areas or 
where high velocity winds are com­ 


mon select sheltered locations. 
Soil should be prepared several 
months in advance, using well ag­ 
ed manure. DO NOT attempt fer­ 
tilizing prior to planting time. Us­ 
ing a 25 per cent peat moss to 75 
per cent goil ratio, mix this com­ 
bination into the planting site. 
In selecting a planting site try to 
center it in shallow, circular de­ 
pressions which serve to catch and 
hold ram water for future irriga-1 
tion. 
These basins should be two to 
three inches deep at center, and 
half again as wide for the plant- j 
mg hole. 
In planting bare root roses, con­ 
tingent on varieties 
and desired1 


landscape effects, space them at 
least two feet apart. 
And in digging these holes the 
gardener should make each one 
wide enough to accommodate the 
root system in its natural, spread- 
out form. 
After the plant has been seated, 
work loose top soil under and over 
the roots so there will be no air 
pockets.

Keep your eye on them and re­ 
move the covering as soon as new 
shoots appear.

plant is injured by weather, don't 
prune it until the first cycle of 
spring growth is completed.

On March 6 Missourians will have an opportunity to vote for a pro­ 
posal that will mean better county roads, better city streets, and better 
state highways for every section of the state — the Better Roads and 
Streets Amendment, Proposition No. 1.

Each city or town 
vv ill get irom the state tax an amount at least equal to the net proceeds 
of its own tax in 1960. 


5. 
On the first day of April, following approval of the amendment, 
$12 million per year will begin flowing into cities of more than 200 popu­ 
lation. kour million dollars will go to the counties. The money will be paid 
in monthly allotments. Most cities will have more money for streets than 
they now have — none will have less. Counties will receive nearly twice 
as much for roads as presently received from King Road funds. 


Missourians also will he able to look forward to better highways 
across the state, as the State Highway Department’s funds for construc- 
tion and maintenance will he substantially higher than in recent years. 
The Highway Department’s share of the gasoline tax will raise total funds 
a\ailable ior new construction alone to an average of $1.50 million a year. 


Should the people fail to approve Amendment No. 1, all these advan­ 
tages would be lost. The state gasoline tax would revert to three cents per 
gallon, and the confusing multiple tax rates imposed on the cities of 
Missouri would continue.

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ALCOHOLIC TREATMENT CENTER 


The first public facility for the treatment of alcoholism 
in the state of Missouri was recently opened when the Al­ 
coholism Treatment and Research Center at Malcolm Bliss 
Rental H e a lth Center began operation in St, Louis. I he unit 
is being financed through a federal grant plus city and pri­ 
vate assistance- Only residents of the ( ity of St. Louis are 
eligible for treatmet here. 
Many psychiatrists and experts in the field have long 
maintained that alcoholism is a disease which can be treated 
and arrested. They have been working for several years 
now to get the public to accept this premise and have the 
states establish means for treatment right along with men­ 
tal health programs. Some states have already made begin­ 
nings in this field, but up till the opening of the center at 
Malcolm Bliss, no governmental agency in Missouri had 
taken on the task. It is well known that l)r. George A. 1 lett, 
now acting as director for our state mental health system, 
was very much interested in the project at St. Louis and 
did much to bring it into being. It can be expected that he 
will have something to say about it for the entire state 
when he makes his report and recommendations for Mis­ 
souri’s future mental health.

BUREAUCRATIC SUICIDE 


When an agency of the federal government goes out of 
business it’s news, but when the agency contributes to its 
own demise, it’s time to trot out the biggest and blackest 
of headlines. The National Labor Relations Board, one of 
the old-line, early New Deal agencies, isn’t on the critical 
list yet, but it seems to be well along the path to committing 
bureaucratic suicide. 
Since its origin the NLRB has been a center of controversy 
and criticism. Its extremely pro-union decisions, in spite of 
the law, once earned it the sobriquet, the National pro-Labor 
Relations Board. When the Administration changed in 1953, 
a number of the unusual interpretations of the Taft-Hartlev 
act were discarded for what most folks felt were at least 
more reasonable interpretations. With a new Administration 
in 1961, labor lawyers, industrial specialists, and the press 
again are witnessing the reversal of several key cases and 
what may be the start of a wholesale overturn of NLRB 
decisions of the past eight years. There are now rumors 
that about 40 more cases are lined up for possible reversal. 
This degeneration of the NLRB would remove it from the 
category of a quasi-judicial arm of the government. It 
would become a quasi-political arm 
The latest NLRB flip-flop, the approval of the agcnr, 
shop as a dodge to escape state laws against compulsory 
unionism, has caused newspaper writers across the country 
to recognize what is happening. For instance, the Detroit 
Free Press says the New Frontier has a new set of judges 
because it didn’t like the decisions of the old ones, and The 
Charlotte News says the Board has gone “Humpty Dumpty 
one better and proved that words mean what the NLRB 
chooses them to mean”. 
Long criticized by both union and management for its 
expensive, time-taking delays in reaching decisions, the 
NLRB now illustrates an inherent quality of bias. It is thus 
helping to pave the way for its own demise. Legal decisions 
founded in politics are the milestones for a much needed 
Congressional shake-up of the Labor Board, because there is 
no room for an administrative agency whose decisions shift 
like reeds in the wind. We believe that fair minded citizens 
— whether they are employees or employers, want neither 
a pro-union nor a pro-management Labor Board. The time 
is over-due for an end to subjective labor law' decisions, and 
we think the public is beginning to realize it.

An editor isn’t usually expected to practice what he ad­ 
vocates. The public recognizes that it may do as he says 
rather than as he does or ignore his advice altogether. Of 
course, some editors are stronger than others as doers. A 
few are at least slightly consistent. This is a form of free­ 
dom of the press and of personal immunity. People insist 
that preachers practice what they preach and they also are 
much stricter in their judgment of teachers. Editors can’t 
take much comfort from these distinctions because the 
public doesn't really think they amount to much.

Fallout shelters are a topic on which there is much talk 
but all too little solid information. 
Abundant argument is heard on such issues as how big a 
shelter effort we should make, what the respective public 
and private participation should be, what constitutes a 
satisfactory’ shelter. 
On this latter count, the Federal Trade Commission is 
moving in to set what it hopes will be clear guide lines for 
both the purchasers and the shelters. 
In the absence of well-fixed standards, confusion has 
reigned- Sine human safety is involved, the FTC is anxious 
to eliminate as quickly as possible any prospect that mer­ 
chandisers might accidentally or otherwise mislead. 
The FTC’s 15-point guide makes plain that no known 
type of shelter affords absolute, total protection against 
either fallout or blast. 
To classify as a fallout shelter, a structure must assure 
that the occupants will receive 100 times less radiation 
than an unprotected person. 
To qualify as “blast resistant,” a shelter must be able to 
w’ithstand the pressures which w’ould result from a 10-mega­ 
ton bomb at a distance of about two and a half miles—or 
from a 100-megaton explosion at no less than five miles. 
Requirements for “limited blast resistant” shelters na­ 
turally are somewhat less stringent, since these would be 
effective only at distances of eight and a half miles from a 
10-megaton burst, 18 miles from a 100-megaton blast. 
The FTC wants prospective shelter buyers to be on con­ 
stant alert tor specific proof that shelters fit unmistakably’ 
into one or another of these categories. Thev have given 
notice to makers and sellers to provide such proof. 
The commission also wants clarity on another vital point. 
e consumers are accustomed to hearing the term “family 
size” applied to many articles of our daily living. But as ap­ 
plied to a fallout shelter, this needs to be highly explicit. 
Minimum government standards exist covering the floor 
space, air space and volume of fresh air needed for each 
person occupying a shelter. The FTC insists that standards 
be met. 
The agency’s 15 rules, properly enforced, should free the 
shelter customer’s mind from anv vagueness as to w’hat a 
shelter is supposed to do, what it should cost for installa­ 
tion, maintenance and repair, what its capacity is. 
Not the least aspect of this extremely useful sendee is 
the FTC’s wise warning that the whole matter of shelters 
be handled soberly yet wdthout placing upon the public’s 
understandable fears of nuclear horror.

Progress Against Cancer 
Im portant gains in the relentless 
w ar against cancer w exejrecorded 
at recent medical meetaogx. Medi­ 
cal scientists reported results of 
long and careful studies of two 
prom ising anti - cancer drugs. 
At an American Cancer Society 
sem inar, researchers reported that 
the drug. 
Thio - Tepa, helped 
stop breast cancer from coming 
back in some women. The drug is 
used in conunction with surgery. At 
an American Association for Can­ 
cer Research meeting, scientists 
reported that 30 of 65 women af­ 
flicted with a rare cancer, called 
choriocarcinom a, are now free of 
evidence of the disease after trea t­ 
m ent 
with 
the drug, 
M ethotre­ 
xate. 
Several 
women, 
scientists 
say, have had no indication of re­ 
currence for up to five years since 
treatm ent stopped. 
Scientists point out that while 
treatm ent using these drugs is im­ 
pressive, it is by no m eans the 
final victory; it is simply a sm all, 
hard-fought step along the way. 
W hat received little attention at 
these m eetings was that these pro­ 
mising drugs were discovered by 
research underw ritten 
solely 
by 
private funds. The discoverer is 
p art of the country’s pharm aceuti­ 
cal industry, 
an 
industry 
th a t’s 
been the target of blunderbuss cri­ 
ticism the past year. 
Back in 1939, American Cyana- 
m id’s 
Lederle 
Laboratories 
em ­ 
barked on a research program to 
find effective anti - cancer drugs. 
It supported the search with $8 
million of its own funds. Over the 
years thousands of chemical com­ 
pounds were tested and studied and 
the search goes on. The work is 
painstaking, and, at tim es, discour­ 
aging. And will continue so. But 
the rew ards, sm all though they 
m ay be, are heartening. 
The rew ards aren 't m easured in 
dollars. For the anti - cancer drugs 
the com pany offers physicians are 
insignificant in sales. This very 
fact, however, spotlights a basic 
point. For a com pany, such as Le­ 
derle, to pour funds into research 
and work that produces a Thio- 
Tepa and a M ethotrexate, it m ust 
recover som e costs from sales of 
its widely prescribed drugs. Re­ 
search and development risks are 
not possible under our highly com ­ 
petitive system without profitable 
products. 
Anu we note that critics of the 
industry, in their diligence to keep 
the charges flowing, are sparing in 
acknowledgem ent of this side of the 
industry’s profit picture. 
Research on Thio - Tepa, for ex­ 
am ple, covered 12 years. Before 
it was generally available in 1959. 
tlie com pany gave away more than 
400.000 
doses 
to 
physicians 
on 
request. Its use has m eant for 
some victim s additional months of 
com fort and usefulness. 
The record of these drugs should

ers.

The first public facility for the treatment of alcoholism 
in the State of Missouri was recently opened when the Al­ 
coholism Treatment and Research Center at Malcolm Bliss 
Hental Health Center began operation in St. Louis. The unit 
is being financed through a federal grant plus city and pri­ 
vate assistance- Only residents of the City of St. Louis are 
eligible for treat met here. 
Many psychiatrists anti experts in the field have long 
maintained that alcoholism is a disease which can be treated 
and arrested. They have been working for several years 
now to get the public to accept this premise and have the 
states establish means for treatment right along with men­ 
tal health programs. Some states have already made begin­ 
nings in this field, but up till the opening of the center at 
Malcolm Bliss, no governmental agency in Missouri had 
taken on the task. It is well known that Dr. George A. L lett, 
now acting as director for our state mental health system, 
was very much interested in the project at St. Louis and 
did much to bring it into being. It can be expected that he 
will have something to say about it for the entire state 
when he makes his report and recommendations for Mis­ 
souri’s future mental health.

BUREAUCRATIC SUICIDE 


When an agency of the federal government goes out of 
business it’s news, but when the agency contributes to its 
own demise, it’s time to trot out the biggest and blackest 
of headlines. The National Labor Relations Board, one of 
the old-line, early New Deal agencies, isn’t on the critical 
list yet, but it seems to be well along the path to committing 
bureaucratic suicide. 
Since its origin the NLRB has been a center of controversy 
and criticism. Its extremely pro-union decisions, in spite of 
the law, once earned it the sobriquet, the National pro-Labor 
Relations Board. When the Administration changed in 1953, 
a number of the unusual interpretations of the Taft-Hartley 
act were discarded for what most folks felt were at least 
more reasonable interpretations. With a new Administration 
in 1961, labor lawyers, industrial specialists, and the press 
again are witnessing the reversal of several key cases and 
what may be the start of a wholesale overturn of NLRB 
decisions of the past eight years. There are now rumors 
that about 40 more cases are lined up for possible reversal. 
This degeneration of the NLRB would remove it from the 
category of a quasi-judicial arm of the government. It 
would become a quasi-political arm 
The latest NLRB flip-flop, the approval of the agene, 
shop as a dodge to escape state laws against compulsory 
unionism, has caused newspaper writers across the country 
to recognize what is happening. For instance, the Detroit 
Free Press says the New Frontier has a new set of judges 
because it didn’t like the decisions of the old ones, and The 
Charlotte News says the Board has gone “Humpty Dumpty 
onb better and proved that words mean what the NLRB 
chooses them to mean”. 
Long criticized by both union and management for its 
expensive, time-taking delays in reaching decisions, the 
NLRB now illustrates an inherent quality of bias. It is thus 
helping to pave the way for its own demise. Legal decisions 
founded in politics are the milestones for a much needed 
Congressional shake-up of the Labor Board, because there is 
no room for an administrative agency whose decisions shift 
like reeds in the wind. We believe that fair minded citizens 
—whether they are employees or employers, want neither 
a pro-union nor a pro-management Labor Board. The time 
is over-due for an end to subjective labor law’ decisions, and 
we think the public is beginning to realize it.

An editor isn’t usually expected to practice what he ad­ 
vocates. The public recognizes that it may do as he says 
rather than as he does or ignore his advice altogether. Of 
course, some editors are stronger than others as doers. A 
few are at least slightly consistent. This is a form of free­ 
dom of the press and of personal immunity. People insist 
that preachers practice what they preach and they also are 
much stricter in their judgment of teachers. Editors can’t 
take much comfort from these distinctions because the 
public doesn’t really think they amount to much.

Fallout shelters are a topic on which there is much talk 
but all too little solid information. 
Abundant argument is heard on such issues as how big a 
shelter effort we should make, what the respective public 
and private participation should be, what constitutes a 
satisfactory shelter. 
On this latter count, the Federal Trade Commission is 
moving in to set what it hopes will be clear guide lines for 
both the purchasers and the shelters. 
In the absence of well-fixed standards, confusion has 
reigned- Sine human safety is involved, the FTC is anxious 
to eliminate as quickly as possible any prospect that mer­ 
chandisers might accidentally or otherwise mislead. 
The FTC s 15-point guide makes plain that no known 
type of shelter affords absolute, total protection against 
either fallout or blast. 
To classify as a fallout shelter, a structure must assure 
that the occupants will receive IOO times less radiation 
than an unprotected person. 
To qualify as “blast resistant,’’ a shelter must be able to 
withstand the pressures which would result from a 10-mega- 
ton bomb at a distance of about two and a half miles 
or 
from a 100-megaton explosion at no less than five miles. 
Requirements for “limited blast resistant” shelters na­ 
turally are somewhat less stringent, since these would be 
effective only at distances of eight and a half miles from a 
10-megaton burst, IR miles from a 100-megaton blast. 
The FTC wants prospective shelter buyers to be on con­ 
stant alert for specific proof that shelters fit unmistakably 
into one or another of these categories. They have given 
notice to makers and sellers to provide such proof. 
The commission also wants clarity on another vital point. 
We consumers are accustomed to hearing the term “family 
size” applied to many articles of our daily living. But as ap- 
pli6(i to s fallout shelter, this needs to be highly explicit 
Minimum government standards exist covering the floor 
space, air space and volume of fresh air needed for each 
person occupying a shelter. The FTC insists that standards 
be met. 
The agency’s 15 rules, properly enforced, should free the 
shelter customer’s mind from any vagueness as to what a 
shelter is supposed to do, what it should cost for installa­ 
tion, maintenance and repair, what its capacity is. 
Not the least aspect of this extremely useful sendee is 
w * FTC’8 wise we ming that the whole matter of shelters 
be handled soberly vet without playing upon the public’s 
understandable fears of nuclear horror.

Progress Against Cancer 
Important gains in the relentless 
war against cancer- wack,recorded 
at recent medical meeting*. Medi­ 
cal scientists reported results of 
long and careful studies of two 
promising anti - cancer drugs. 
At an American Cancer Society 
seminar, researchers reported that 
the drug. Thio - Tepa, helped 
stop breast cancer from coming 
back in some women. The drug is 
used in conunction with surgery. At 
an American Association for Can­ 
cer Research meeting, scientists 
reported that 30 of 65 women af­ 
flicted with a rare cancer, called 
choriocarcinoma, are now free of 
evidence of the disease after treat­ 
ment with the drug, Methotre­ 
xate. Several women, scientists 
•ay. have had no indication of re­ 
currence for up to five years since 
treatm ent stopped. 
Scientist! point out that while 
treatm ent using these drugs is im­ 
pressive, it is by no means the 
final victory; it is simply a small, 
hard-fought step along the way. 
What received little attention at 
these meetings was that these pro­ 
mising drugs were discovered by 
research underwritten 
solely 
by 
private funds. The discoverer is 
part of the country’s pharmaceuti­ 
cal industry, an industry that's 
been the target of blunderbuss cri­ 
ticism the past year. 
Back in 1939, American Cyans- 
mid's Lederle Laboratories em­ 
barked cm a research program to 
find effective anti - cancer drugs, 
It supported the search with $8 
million of its own funds. Over the 
years thousands of chemical com­ 
pounds were teated and studied and 
the search goes on. The work is 
painstaking, and, at times, discour­ 
aging. And will continue so. But 
the rewards, small though they 
may be, are heartening. 
The rewards aren't measured in 
dollars. For the anti - cancer drugs 
the company offers physicians are 
insignificant in sales. This very 
fact, however, spotlights a basic 
point. For a company, such as Le­ 
derle, to pour funds into research 
and work that produces a Thio- 
Tepa and a Methotrexate, it must 
recover some costs from sales of 
it* widely prescribed drugs. Re­ 
search and development risks are 
not possible under our highly com­ 
petitive system without profitabie 
products. 
An. we note that critics of the 
industry, in their diligence to keep 
the charges flowing, are sparmg in 
acknowledgement of this side of the 
industry’s profit picture. 
Research on Thio - Tepa, for ex­ 
ample, covered 12 years. Before 
it was generally available in 1959, 
the company gave away more than 
400. UUU doses 
to 
physicians 
on 
request. Its use has meant for 
some victims additional months of 
comfort and usefulness. 
The record of these drugs should

DEFIED; BIG WAGE 
DRIVE ON 


WASHINGTON — During a re­ 
cent dialogue with Secretary of 
Labor Goldberg, I was told that 
the White House did not want in­ 
dustrial peace at any price—but 
peace with “price stability.” I 
asked if that meant no price in­ 
creases. 
He 
retorted 
ihat 
he 
meant “price stability.” I asked 
what that meant. He chided me 
good humoredly and suggested I 
hie me to a dictionary. 
I would have if I could have 
found one which provides subtle 
politico-economic definitions. For 
I was convinced that what the 
secretary was saying was 
let’s 
keep the gold in F ort Knox. Too 
much of it still is flowing over to 
Europe. If it continues, the Amer­ 
ican dollar will be shaken. Stable 
prices must mean stable wages. 
That's why civil war is beginmg 
to flare inside the administration. 
President Kennedy and his la­ 
bor secretary and brain truster 
have sat around privately many 
tunes these past few weeks dis­ 
cussing subtleties of White House 
pressures which might least irri­ 
tate labor and management lead­ 
ers. 
On occasion the President has 
asked AFL-CIO president George 
Meany in for a rocking chair chat 
of an evening. Mr. Meany and 
Mr. President have talked of for­ 
eign affairs — especially Berlin. 
But apparently that old rocking 
chair did not get Meany. 
During the labor high command 
session in Florida last week there 
was much grumbling. Finally the 
President 
personally 
telephoned 
Meany. This conversation did not 
ease the gripes nor the criticism 
of Arthur Goldbrg as the “ Presi­ 
dent’s man” nor the resentment 
against the 
“interference" 
with 
labor’s push for high wages. Es­ 
pecially since Goldberg had spok­ 
en bluntly — publicly as well ss 
privately. 
The high command is aware of 
the President’s — and therefore 
Goldberg's — obsession over the 
outflow of gold. Also their in­ 
sistence that wages and pricer 
halt at a line which will permit 
us to compete with those glisten­ 
ing new glass and stainless steel 
plants abroad. But what the labor 
people want is for Goldberg to 
talk of ’ salary stability . . . prof­ 
it stability” as well as wage and 
price stability. 
Those are their 
phrases. They do not believe that 
their planned 
intense drive for 
considerably 
higher 
wages 
and 
lower work weeks will push up 
prices. 
Messrs. Kennedy and Goldberg 
disagree. They have told this to 
the labor chiefs. The latter want 
Goldbergt therefore, to stop act­ 
ing as though he were the labor 
movement—that’s their phrase—ii 


he’s talking for the administra­ 
tion. They plan to pay less and 
less attention to the labor secre­ 
tary. They hit at President Tru­ 
man “ in the old days.” Now they 
plan to hit out at Kenedy by 
name. This means no political 
breach. Just an internal war of 
nerves. 
The President and the secretary 
hope to heave in heavy doses of 
tranquilizers 
with 
what the in­ 
siders 
call 
“a 
continuing 
dia­ 
logue.” Between whom? Between 
everybody. 
First the White House will ex­ 
pand the base of the 21-man La- 
bor-Management 
Advisory 
Com­ 
mittee. This will be done by a 
subcommittee now about to be 
named. 
It will seek out hotel 
space and call a national confer­ 
ence. probably in mid-June, of 
government, labor, business and 
public leaders totaling 150 to 200. 
If John Kennedy is not talkin' 
to Nikita Khrushchev somewhere, 
he will personally open the “dia­ 
logue.” 
He will back up Gold­ 
berg’s statement that the govern­ 
ment must assume more “ respon­ 
sibility” to labor relations. 
One of those now organizing the 
broader labor-management parley 
said, “More people must go in 
for economic literacy and under­ 
stand what is possible and what 
will hurt rn a labor-management 
peace pact.” 
The key quote on this front is 
what Goldberg, with the Presi­ 
dent’s approval, told Chicago busi­ 
nessmen 
the 
other 
day. 
This 
quote is what will really be the 
motif and motive of the White 
House efforts at the parley: 
“The issues,” said 
Goldberg, 
“ in labor-management affairs are 
far too complex, far too potent, 
and far too influential on the rest 
of society to be resolved an the 
old testing grounds of force and 
power. Yet many times the par­ 
ties are unable to find an alter­ 
nate ground without the aid . . . 
of a third party.” 
From now on this “third party” 
will be the government. Goldberg 
said that “ referral of disputes to 
mere clashes of power” is waste­ 
ful and must end. 
This will be the government’s 
theme—first at the June national 
“dialogue.” 
Later

group will be expected to launch 
similar regional conferences. Anc 
finally 
industry-wide conferences 
ever 
broadening

‘’The Unsinkable Molly Brown”, 
the Theatre Guild and Dore Schary

“The Unsinkable Molly Brown” 
is not a fictitious cognomen, pick­ 
ed up at random by a librettist, 
but the name of an actual person. 
The reason it is familiar with many 
might be summed up in the fact 
of the interest in that tremendous 
marine disaster — the sinking of 
the magnificent ocean liner, the 
Titanic, on its maiden voyage, af­ 
ter a collision with an immense 
iceberg.

The change 
by Mr. Morris does not alter the 
fact that Molly proved herself a 
heroine and ‘‘unsinkable” on that 
memorable night, and it all makes 
for corking good theatre.

Each city or town 
will get from the state tax an amount at least equal to the net proceeds 
of its own tax in 1960. 


5. 
On the first day of April, following approval of the amendment, 
$12 million per year will begin flowing into cities of more than 200 popu­ 
lation. Four million dollars will go to the counties. The money will be paid 
in monthly allotments. Most cities will have more money for streets than 
they now have — none will have less. Counties will receive nearly twice 
as much for roads as presently received from King Road funds. 


Missourians also will be able to look forward to better highways 
across the state, as the State Highway Department’s funds for construc- 
ion artu maintenance will be substantially higher than in recent years. 
The Highway Department’s share of the gasoline tax will raise total funds 
available for new construction alone to an average of $150 million a year. 


Should the people fail to approve Amendment No. 1, al] these advan­ 
tages would be lost. 1 he state gasoline tax would revert to three cents per 
gallon, and the confusing multiple tax rates imposed on the cities of 
Missouri would continue.

On March 6 Missourians will have an opportunity to vote for a pro­ 
posal that Will mean better county roads, better city streets, and better 
state highways for every section of the state — the Better Roads and 
Streets Amendment, Proposition No. I.

5. 
On the first day of April, following approval of the amendment, 
*12 million per year will begin flowing into cities of more than 200 popu­ 
lation. Four million dollars will go to the counties. The money will be paid 
in monthly allotments. Mogt cities will have more money for streets than 
they now have — none will have less. Counties will receive nearly twice 
as much for roads as presently received from King Road funds. 


Missourians also will be able to look forward to better highways 
across the state, as the State Highway Department’s funds for construc- 
ion arni maintenance will be substantially higher than in recent years. 
The Highway Department’s share of the gasoline tax will raise totaffunds 
available for new construction alone to an average of $150 million a year. 


Should the people fail to approve Amendment No. I, all these advan­ 
tages would he lost. The state gasoline tax would revert to three cents per 
gallon, and the confusing multiple tax rates imposed on the cities of 
Missouri would continue.

Smoked fish linked To 
Cancer In Iceland 


The high rate of consumption of 
smoked salmon and trout in ice­ 
land today was linked to the high 
rate of stomach cancer in 
that 
country. 
Dr. 
Niels 
Dungal. 
Reykjavik, 
Iceland, writing in the Nov. 
25 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association, said: 
“The distribution of gastric car­ 
cinoma 'stomach cancer' corres­ 
ponds roughly with 
salmon 
and 
trout consumption, the higher can­ 
cer rales occurring in that part of 
the country 
where 
the 
greatest 
quantities of salmon and trout arc 
caught, especially 
those regions 
where marketing of fresh fish has 
U'en difficult and more of it has 
been smoked." 
D'. Dungal drew this conclusion 
from a study of the records of 2,- 
655 fatal cases of stomach cancer 
in Iceland from 1921 to 1959 
Stomach cancer is by far the 
most frequent type of cancer in 
men in Iceland, he pointed out. 


In 
analyzing stomach cancer 
deaths in one village, Dr. Dungal 
found that 25 of 56 men, or 45 per 
cent, died of stomach cancer in 
die past 30 years. On the other 
hand, he said, only 9.5 per cent of 
the women in the community died 
of this disease. 
Dr. Dungai found that the men 
of this village spent a number of 
weeks every spring on an offshore 
island catching birds and consum­ 
ed smoked trout and smoked meat 
during these expeditions. 
Consequently, he said, the con­ 
sumption of smoked food was un­ 
usually high, especially among the 
men, and the extremely high inci­ 
dence of stomach cancer among the 
men us, therefore, not surprising. 


In Iceland's Westman 
Islands, 
where there I* * high rate of stom­ 
ach 
cancer, 
Dr. 
Dungai 
link­ 
ed the incidence with soot in the 
drinking water. The islands have 
no public water supply and no ar­ 
tesian wells, he said. The island­ 
ers are forced to live cm ram wa­ 
ter which is gathered from the 
house roofs into barrels, he said. 
Since the houses are heated with 


coal and oil. he said, soot settles 
on the roofs and is washed with 
the rain into the water barrels. 
Dr. Dungal also said an analy­ 
sis of smoked trout revealed the 
presence of a small amount of a 
cancer • causing agent 
w h i c h 
* might be able to cause cancer.”
